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BRITISH MOVE IN TROOPS 
FROM EGYPT AFTER SABOTAGE

JERUSALEM—New British reinforcements from Egypt, travel- 
ing in armored trains, arrived in Palestine this week as the authori- 
ties made preparations for military action to halt sabotage in Pal- 
estine. Their arrival followed the bombing of the railway network 
in various parts of the country, and the killing in Haifa of a police 


sergeant attached to the Criminal 
Investigation Division by two un- 
identified men. 

The Irgun Zvai Leumi, in a 
broadcast over its clandestine 
radio, acknowledged full responsi- 
bility for the murderous explo- 
sions which cut the main rail lines 
from Jerusalem westward to the 
coast of Tel Aviv and Jaffa, and 
northward from Lydda towards 
Haifa. 


The dead in Monday’s attack in 
Tel Aviv included a British secur- 
ity officer, Major Desmond Doran, 
whose wife was seriously injured 
and hospitalized as a result of the 
blast which wrecked their home. 
Two Arab watchmen, who tried to 
halt the raiders, were killed in an 
exchange of gunfire. A ranking 
Jewish officer, Kollman Cohen, 
was shot in the shoulder when 
he attempted to interfere. An- 
other British officer was hospital- 
ized suffering from shock. A 
number of persons is believed 
to be buried in the debris of the 


two buildings. 


More than twelve explosions 
were heard in Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem during the first few 
days of the week. Hardly had the 
sound of the exploding mines 
died away when British troops 
supported by armored cars and 
tanks threw up roadblocks 
throughout the Jewish quarter of 
Jerusalem, searched all vehicles 
and questioned all passersby. 


Trains were also blasted at 
Rehovoth and Kalkiliah, near 
Lydda. At Rehovoth the tracks 
were damaged in three places. At 
Pardes Hanna, a small trolley 
carrying a railroad gang set off 
a mine which cut the line and in- 
jured some of the workers. 


Meanwhile, it was reported 
here that more blasts occurred in 
Nathanya, and that a British sol- 
dier was killed near Petach Tik- 
vah while investigating an ex- 
plosion. Explosions were re- 
ported near Caesarea and Tul- 
karm, and two more Britons were 
wounded near the latter city. 
Three British sappers were in- 
jured while removing mines on a 
road near Givat Brenner and an 
army ambulance struck a mine 
north of Hedera. The ambulance 
turned over and the driver suf- 
fered a broken arm.

Terminiello Meet Flop; 
—Nazis Killed No Jews

BOSTON, Mass. — The weak- 


ness of the Christian Front in 
Boston is indicated by the very 
poor showing made by ‘Father 
Arthur W. Terminiello, formerly 
of Malden, Mass., and now of 
Troy, Alabama, when he at- 
tracted only 175 persons to his 
lecture at George Brown Hall 
here. 


An observer of the local Anti- 
Defamation League office who 
gathered facts of the meeting 
for the Jewish Community Coun- 
cil of Metropolitan Boston point- 
ed to the speaker’s “shameful, 
cruel and sinful distortion of 
facts” when he asserted that 
“those who sympathize with the 
Jews are in great error when 
they say that millions of Jews 
were killed by the Nazis, for 
since there were only 694,000 
Jews in Germany and Austria 
before the war, how could mil- 
lions have been killed?” This 
comment by Father Terminiello 
was followed with, “we know 
that the 694,000 are still alive be- 
cause they are making so much 
noise going to Palestine.” 

The Jewish Community Coun- 
cil declared in a statement issued 
after the meeting that the Term- 
iniello meeting was a failure be- 
cause the Boston press and radio 
shunned it and because the ab- 
sence of pickets prevented the 
meeting from growing into a 
newsworthy event.

Non-Cooperation 
Is Finally Voted

JERUSALEM—tThe Jewish Na- 


tional Council of Palestine this 
week voted a campaign of com- 
plete non-cooperation between 
the Jewish community of Pales- 
tine and the Palestine Govern- 
ment. The action was taken in a 
six-hour plenary session attend- 
ed by Jewish mayors and heads 
of community councils of Jewish 
settlements and villages. 

The resolution’ called for the 
withdrawal of all Jews from 
government advisory committees 
except the Veterans’ Civilian Re- 
settlement Committee and the 
Citrus Marketing Committee, on 
which both Jews and Arabs 
serve. The resolution was adopt- 
ed unanimously although pre- 
viously there had been some op- 
position to full implementation 
of such a policy. 





Journalists Hit Biased Colleagues

If these projected talks produce an agreement 
under which the Jewish partition plan can be 
discussed, it is considered probable that the 
Agency will join the conference within the next 


Among signs pointing in that direction is 
Ernest Bevin’s statement at Wednesday’s session 
urging the Arabs to examine the Palestine ques- 
tion in an international setting. Also Attlee’s 
statement Wednesday emphasizing that the 
British Government is not committeed to the 
federalization plan and appealing for conces- 
sions from both Arabs and Jews. 

Renewed reports indicate that the Arab states 


are not as united as it appears and that at least 

three—Egypt, Transjordan and Lebanon—are quietly urging accept- 

ance of the Jewish formula, each for its own internal reasons. Howe 
ever, no break is expected before early next week. 

Bevin told the Arab delegates at the Palestine conference that 


they must take the “broadest view” of the Pales- 
tine problem since repercussions were spreading 
far beyond the Palestine limits. Bevin spoke at 
a closed session where George Hall explained the 
federalization plan now labelled “plan for pro- 


vincial autonomy.” 


The Bevin and the Hall speeches followed a 
statement on behalf of the Arabs by Faris Bey 
Elehoury, of Syria, who emphasized that the 
Arab countries don’t want “any part of Palestine 
cut off.” He presented the Arab view as follows: 

(First) No part of Palestine should be cut off 
to make a home for immigrants of different na- 
(Second) Intensification of Palestine 
disorders will lead to “defensive Arab measures”

(Third) The Jewish problem is a 


world problem and demands a world solution. 


(Fourth) economie 


cooperation between the Arabs and Britain will be menaced “if any 
recognition of independent political status is accorded Palestine 
Jews.” (Fifth) No artificial solution of the Palestine problem will 
be accepted by the Arabs. The only “natural solution” acceptable is 
application of the principle that the Palestine people should deter-

STETTIN’S 26,000 JEWS DWINDLE 
IN FEW WEEKS TO ONLY 6,000

RSAW—Repatriated Jews who, after arriving from the 
USSR were settled by the Polish authorities in the former German 
city of Stettin, are now panic-stricken as a result of the mounting 
anti-Jewish terror there, which follows the same pattern as in other 


parts of Poland. 

Increased terroristic activities 
on the part of local Poles are 
forcing the Jews to leave their 
dwellings and all other posses- 
sions and cross the border en- 
route to the American zone. Hun- 
dreds of them are handing over 
the keys of their apartments to 
the local Jewish Committee and 
are leaving town with a few per- 
sonal possessions. 

According to a report reaching 
here there are at present no more 
than 6,000 Jews left in Stettin, 
and even this number is dwin- 
dling. Only several weeks ago 
the number of repatriated Polish 
Jews in Stettin exceeded 26,000. 

The report reveals that Jews 
have been killed in the vicinity 
of Stettin and that even in the 





center of the city Jews have been 
found murdered. The local Jew- 
ish self-defense group prevented 
a pogrom which was apparently 
planned by local anti-Semites. 
They persuaded a local Polish 
woman to raise an alarm that 
her child had disappeared and 
was “probably kidnapped by 
Jews.” A unit of the Jewish de- 
fense organization started a 
search for the missing child and 
found it peacefully sleeping at 
home. The threatening crowd 
was dispersed and the mother 
arrested. 

A Polish policeman was also 
arrested in Stettin for firing at 
Jewish children passing in the 
street. Two Jewish children, 
wounded by his bullets, had to

HIS writer yields to no other in his opposition to Nahum Gold- 

mann. Yet he would be the first one to give Nahum his bles- 

sing if Nahum should really succeed in obtaining a decent solution 

for the Palestine problem. So far, it does not look that way. So 

far, it would seem as if the World Jewish Career Diplomat has laid 
another shining (not necessarily golden) egg. 

The newspapers are full of the Goldmann Plan, of the Goldmann 
negotiations. Goldmann here and Goldmann there, but Jews are still 
being dragged from the shores of Palestine to the island of Cyprus 
and our United States Government has suddenly become silent about 
the immediate admission of 100,000 Jews into Palestine as a pre- 
requisite to any further negotiations. The dispatches from London 
and Paris do not breathe any undue optimism. 

What happened?, The Jewish Agency Executive, at its meeting 
in Paris, felt that since the partitioning Palestine is in the air, they 
ought to take some decision as to how to act in case partition is 
proposed to us. The majority decided that it should not be rejected. 
The Agency Executive had no right to accept a partition scheme, 
being bound by the resolution of the Biltmore Conference of 1942 
and by the resolution of the London Conference (last summer) 
calling for a Jewish Commonwealth in an “undivided and undi- 
minished” Palestine. The Agency Executive could, however, under- 
take to recommend to the coming Zionist Congress to accept a decent 
partition scheme, if that should be offered. 


WHAT MAKES a partition scheme decent and acceptable? The 
official formula today is “a viable Jewish State in an adequate area 
of Palestine.” On June 11 a story in the New York Times quoting 
a mysterious Zionist leader defined an acceptable partition scheme 
as one which gives the Jews not just “Tel-Aviv and two villages” but 
about two thirds of Palestine, including the Negev. The mysterious 
leader may or may not have been Nahum Goldmann. His name 
did appear once in that story. The story appeared before the Agency 
conclave in Paris. It was an obvious effort to prepare the ground 
for the partition. 

From Paris came more stories. Then came maps. The Gold- 
mann map would give the Jews all of Western Palestine except 
that part which is so thickly populated with Arabs that if it were 
included in the Jewish State it could expect from it nothing but a 
headache. 

Very generous of Dr. Goldmann. But are we getting it? And 
when? The British seem to be disposed to grant the Jews only that 
part of Palestine which is so thickly populated with Jews that the 
Arabs might feel they would just as well give it to the Jews. Fur- 
thermore, the British are not ready to give the Jews either control 
of immigration or a large enough territory to absorb a large immi- 
gration. 

For some mysterious reason the meeting in Paris decided to 
send Goldmann here on a mission. An understanding was reached 
between Goldmann and the American Zionist Emergency Council 
that he was not to see any important official without consulting the 
Council. Goldmann, however, proceeded on his own, to see people, 
snubbing not only the Emergency Council but also the American 
Jewish Conference. He told the Agency Executive in Paris (and 
they believed it) on his return that now everything was ship-shape 
and that he and Silver were in full agreement and that there was 
full harmony between them. Silver then resigned from the Ex- 
ecutive. 


NOW THERE are three questions involved. The most scan- 
dalous, and at the same time the least important, of the three, is 
the conduct of Dr. Goldmann. Once in these columns, I compared 
Nahum Goldmann to the type of a traveling salesman employed by 
my brother-in-law: thoroughly unreliable and untruthful, the worst 
man to be put in charge of a business—but a good salesman who 
can get the business. 

A more important question involved is the relationship between 
the Jewish Agency office in America and the American Zionist 
Emergency Council. Until about a year ago the American office of 
the Jewish Agency did not amount to much except as the head- 
quarters of Nahum Goldmann and the headquarters of the Latin- 
American Department and of the Weizmann Institute. By that time 
the Emergency Council under Silver had already literally put this 
ceuntry on fire about Zionism. But since last year the American 
branch of the Jewish Agency has become a going concern. By now 
it is a Jewish Embassy which commands respect. But the trouble 
is that the Emergency Council and the Agency sometimes cross 
wires and that there is a certain amount of jealousy between them. 
Their respective functions ought to be delimited and their work co-

Magnes Tells Zionists 
He'll Show Them Way

NEW YORK—Urging the Brit- 


ish government to send a Cabinet 
mission to Palestine at the con- 
clusion of the round-table parley, 
similar in authority to the recent 
India Mission, Dr. Judah L. Mag- 
nes, chairman of the Ihud (Un- 
ion) Association of Palestine, 
this week told a press confer- 
ence that although “we wish the 
negotiations in London success,” 
without plans for Arab-Jewish 
cooperation “all negotiations are 
illusory.” 


Speaking in the newly-estab- 
lished New York office of Ihud, 
Dr. Magnes who has been in the 
United States for four months or- 
ganizing his group’s program in 
the United States, said “politi- 
cal and numerical equality” are 
two of the aims of Ihud, which 
favors the establishment of a bi- 


national Arab-Jewish state in 


Palestine. 

“The Ihud wishes to help the 
Zionists, particularly the Ameri- 
can Zionists, to find their way in 
this moment of confusion,” Dr. 
Magnes said. “We wish also to 
offer our program to Jewish or- 
ganizations who are at a loss to 
know what to do in respect to 
the Palestine problem. We ap- 
peal to non-Jewish Americans 
not to support terror and vio- 
lence in the Holy Land. America 
should help the Jews to renew 
their balance, sanity and ‘politi- 
cal perspective.” ' 


Terming the present British re- 
gime in Palestine “one of terror 
and violence,” he said that the 
projected bi-national state would 
be patterned on Switzerland's 
multi-national government, with 
Jewish, Arab and mixed cantons 
working cooperatively. “A mod- 
erate solution is not only possi- 
ble, it is urgent,” he declared.

Siders it necessary for a good branch of the Agency to exist in this 
country. But there is no sense in having the Agency and the Council 
step on each other’s toes. The kind of trick Goldmann pulled cer- 
tainly did not help to promote harmony. 


MOST IMPORTANT of all is the third question. Did the Agency 
Executive act wisely in trotting out the partition issue at this time? 
Their step might make sense if we were all convinced that the British 
Government is sincerely anxious to honor its pledges to the Jews 
and would be ready to meet us half way if we were to take the 
initiative in proposing a compromise by reducing some of our de- 
mands. But as things stand now the British Government so far has 
shown only a tendency to stall and to crush the Yishuv. The new 
scheme has given it another excuse for stalling. More negotiations, 
more inquiries, while the police and the military are terrorizing the 
Yishuv. 


Silver’s policy at the time of the Goldmann “move” was to insist 
on the admission of the 100,000. This was Truman’s avowed policy 
and we tried to hold him to it. Whatever we may have to accept 
after the admission of the 100,000—whether it be partition, or, the 
Magnes Plan or the long-range recommendations of the Anglo- 
American Committee, we would be in a better position than before 
the admission of the 100,000. 


Then came Goldmann and upset the whole applecart. So now 
we have to negotiate for a settlement which will enable us to bring 
in 100,000 Jews. Unless a new spirit has come over the British 
Government, there is little hope that we shall get a decent deal. 
Goldmann has now put us at the mercy of Attlee and Bevin, May 
God give them a generous spirit!

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THE TRUTH WILL OUT . . . .. . the Amazing Story of Nahum Goldmann's Washington Visit

te Executive of the Jewish Agency was meeting in Paris. We were informed 


that an emissary. of the Executive in_the person of Dr. Nahum Goldmann was 
on his way to Washington bringing their decision on policy. Upon his arrival, Dr. 
Goldmann stated that the decision was publicly to reject the Federalization plan, 
put to take steps privately to inform the American Government that the Agency 
was ready to negotiate on the basis of “a viable Jewish State in an adequate part 
of Palestine.” Goldmann made his first report of the Paris proceedings at an in- 
%ormal meeting of those who had been working in Washington. They discussed the 
situation with him throughly and carefully. Quite apart from individual views as 
to the wisdom or desirability of the proposal itself, all were unanimous in feeling 
that it would be politically dangerous and self-defeating to have the Partition pro- 
posal come directly from the Agency. It was felt that if it had to be Partition 
ultimately, the way to get it—perhaps the only way to get it—was that it should 
be negotiated with us, not originated by us. Dr. Goldmann apparently agreed. At 
a formal meeting the next day of the Executive of the American Zionist Emergency 
Council, this line of strategy was unanimously adopted as official. There was also 
adopted a clear diréctive to the effect that all negotiations with top government 
officials were to be carried on jointly by Dr. Goldmann and the Chairman of the 
Executive of the Council, Dr. Silver. That Dt. Goldmann accepted this decision and 
agreed to act in accordance with it, although there was no police power to enforce 
it, is as much a part of the record as the decision itself. 

It is now public knowledge that prior to the meeting just alluded to, Dr. Gold- 
mann had already been to see the Acting Secretary of State, Mr. Dean Acheson, 
and had submitted the Partition proposal through him to the United States Govern- 
ment on behalf of the Jewish Agency. He failed to disclose this at the meeting. He 
did not see fit to take his Zionist colleagues into his confidence. Subsequently he 
saw the other two members of the United States Cabinet Committee, Secretaries 
Snyder and Patterson. He. did not see them, as instructed, in the company of Dr. 
Silver. On his visit to Patterson he did have a companion, but not Dr. Silver—Judge 
Proskauer. If this is puzzling to the reader, he can well imagine what a mystery 


. it presented to the members of the Executive of the American Zionist Emergency 


Council. 


Effect on U. S. Government Officials 

The upshot of Dr. Goldmann’s unilateral action was the statement released 
from the White House on the eve of President Truman’s departure for his vacation. 
That this statement was a let-down is describing it mildly. It declared that this 
Government is unable to agree with the latest proposals of the British Government, 
but has no new proposals of its own to offer; that it was transmitting to London 
certain proposals which it had received from the Jewish Agency with the hope that 
some agreement might.be reached at the forthcoming conferences of the British, 
the Arabs and the Jews; that the President was considering asking Congress for 
legislation to admit additional refugees including Jews to the United States. 

It appears that upon his return to Paris, Dr. Goldmann reported to the Execu- 


support of a Jewish State; and that the United States would back the Zionists in 
urging this solution upon the British. To us who may be a bit closer, not only 
geographically but psychologically, to the Washington scene, it seemed that what 
really happened was that the President had been offered on a silver platter, and 
had quite naturally taken advantage of it, a marvelous opportunity to extricate 
himself and the State Department at least for the time being from what was be- 
coming an embarrassing commitment to American Jewry to do everything possible 
to secure at least the immediate admission of 100,000 Jews into Palestine. He had 
declined to accept the Grady report, which we wanted him to reject. Now he had 
also seemingly given his approval to the Jewish Agency proposal by transmitting 
it to the British Government without assuming any further responsibility for it. 
He could feel that he was excused from any further obligation. If there seems to 
be a discrepancy here between Dr. Goldmann’s report and the real situation, between 
wish and fact, the writer can only hope that the future: will prove his fears com- 
pletely ungrounded. 


“Extremism” and “Moderation” 


The Jewish Agency has announced that it would not participate in the London 
Conference unless a Jewish State were made the basis of discussion, unless it could 
freely choose its own representatives and have a voice in the choice of other Jewish 
representatives. These conditions have not been met by the British Government. 
Nor are they likely to be met. Yet there have been indications that the Agency has 
been retreating from them one by one. At the same time stories have been appear- 
ing in the American press, datelined Paris and London—peculiar stories quoting 
“Zionist Circles,” “A spokesman for the Agency,” and “Circles close to the Jewish 
Agency.” Some of these dispatches deal with the resignation of Dr. Silver from 
“extremism” to “moderation”—from an anti-British to a conciliatory (7?) position. 
There was even one story to the effect that Judge Proskauer might take Dr. 
Silver’s place on the Executive. One can only express the hope that all this 
does not mean what it seems to mean. It will be a black day for our movement 
when loyalty to the Biltmore Program and Basic Zionist principles iS branded as 
“extremism” or when the head of the American Jewish Committee becomes more 
acceptable to the Jewish Agency than the head of the Zionist Emergency Council. 


“At this juncture, no Zionist can help but be deeply troubled by some disturbing 
questions that naturally suggest themselves on the basis of current reports. Will 
representatives of the Jewish Agency go to London after all in total disregard of 
the fact that even their minimal conditions for participation have not been met? 
What kind of bargaining position will they then occupy? Having taken the initiative 
in proposing Partition, does that not then become the maximum Zionist demand 
and therefore subject to further whittling down in the process of negotiations? 
How far are certain members of the Agency prepared to go in this process of 
compromise and retreat? Assuming that ultimately Partition would have been the 
price of a Jewish State anyway, would not the negotiating position now have been 
stronger if the representative of the Agency who was sent to this country had 
been a little less hasty in showing his hand? 








Canadian Jewish Paper Printing ‘Canned’ Editorials 


IMMIGRATION ‘ILLEGAL’; HIT IT Apologizes for Anti-British Stand, Changes Attitude 











» VANCOUVER, Canada—tThe local Anglo- 
Jewish paper, The Jewish Western Bulletin, 
which has been addicted to the vice common 
to many Anglo-Jewish papers of printing 
editorials, this week found itself 
apologizing for these ‘editorials contributed by 
an American Jewish News Syndicate.” 

After admitting “that the viewpoints ex- 
pressed are typically American, and do not re- 
flect those of many Canadian Jews,” the paper 
prints an editorial contributed by “a reader,” 
which deals very lightly with Great Britain. 
The editorial reads in part: 


“Let us calm down and let reason speak 
and nothing else. Great Britain has always 
been the Jews’ best friend and should re- 
main so. Even the United States cannot do 
anything better in Palestine for them; on 
the contrary, the United States will not do 
nearly as much. Never. Professor Chaim 
Weizmann, who without a shadow of a 
doubt, is best qualified to know the situa- 
tion and speak, always has followed one 
line, that of co-operation with Great Britain. 
He still holds the same view. What is 
needed is confidence in, and loyalty to, 
Great Britain first of all. 

“If the doors of Palestine cannot be 
made open for all the Jews who now seek 
a new homeland, then the United Nations 
should find room for them. This is the oc- 
casion for the United States of America to 
set an example by its concrete actions not 
merely by strong words. Financial assist- 
ance alone is not sufficient. To calm one’s 
conscience by giving money is not good 
enough. Not this time.” 

Jewish Paper Flays Great Britain 


Jewish Post of Winnipeg, Canada, criticizes 
Great Britain, blaming her for the violence in 
Palestine and challenges the press of Canada 
to print the truth. 


Parts of the courageous editorial follow: 


“It is true that violence has broken out in 
Palestine, and that violence begets violence, 
but what caused it and where will it end? The 
ordinary newspaper reader knows nothing at 
all about this. When his attention strays from 
the headlines on page 1 about Jews killing 
British soldiers, to articles on the inside pages 
dealing with the Palestine situation, he learns 
only that everything is very confused and that 
poor Britain has got herself into a fix by trying 
to help everyone... The general articles tell the 
truth no better than do the news stories. Ac- 
tually the situation is not at all confused; it 
is only the newspapermen who are (or pretend 
to be) muddled.” 


“The trouble in Palestine is due to the as- 
sumption made by the British government that 
the Arabs in the Middle East are more valuable 
as allies than the Jews and that to please the 
Arabs they must punish the Jews. Whatever 
has happened in Palestine in the last few years 
has flowed from this assumption and from 
the policies based on it and the resistance to 
them. It is not the Jews as such who are killing 
British soldiers in Palestine—it is the victims 
of the policy. The sacrifice of Jewish civilians 
and British soldiers is the inevitable outcome of 
as cold-blooded a line of power politics as is 
to be found anywhere in modern history.

EATH of Israel Hirsch Pap- 
penheim. Championing the 
emancipation of the Bavarian 
Jews, Pappenheim was liberal 
minded and progressive. As early 
as February 1805, in a letter ad- 
dressed to a nobleman, he pleaded 
for the civic emancipation of his 
co-religionists. In 1821, as repre- 
sentative of a meeting 
SEPT. 8, held at Munich, he pre- 
1837 sented to the king a 
memorial referring to 
the question of emancipation, and 
in 1827 he laid before the Bavar- 
ian ministry a proposition regard- 
ing the organization of the 
communities with a consistorial 
constitution. In the same year he 
prepared for the press the prayer- 
book with Alexander Behr’s Ger- 
man translagion. For twenty-five 
years Pappenheim was president 
of the Jewish community of 
Munich, which owed to him the 
erection of a large synagogue and 
the establishment of several 
charitable foundations. 
APTAIN Alfred Dreyfus Con- 
demned a Second Time. The 
Dreyfus case involved political 
complications of the highest im- 
portance, rending France into 
two sections and attracting the at- 
tention of the civilized world for 
almost two years. Dreyfus was 
arrested on October 
SEPT. 9, 15, 1894, on the charge 
1899 of having furnished 
staff secrets to the 
German government, The charge 
against Dreyfus was based on a 
copy of a certain secret document 
alleged to be in his handwriting. 
Thanks to the investigations of 
Scheurer-Kestner and _ Colonel 
Picquart, it was brought to light 
in 1897 that the document was 
in reality the work of Esterhazy, 
a dissipated major in the French 
army and a spy in the pay of 
Germany. Dreyfus had mean- 
while been conveyed to Devil’s 
Island. In France, many were 
convinced of his innocence, includ- 
ing Emile Zola. After the death 
of President Faure in 1899, Wal- 
deck-Rousseau formed a ministry 
with the aid of the Socialists, and 
Dreyfus was brought and retried. 
He was condemned a second time 
on September 9, 1899, by the 
Council of War at Rennes. Presi- 
dent Loubet granted a pardon and 
a year later the Court of Cassa- 
tion quashed the verdict and pro- 
nounced Dreyfus innocent. 
EWISH Community founded 
at Berlin, Germany. Jews 
lived in Berlin for hundreds of 
years, sharing the fate of their 
brethren in other parts of Ger- 
many during the Middle Ages, in- 
cluding an expulsion in 1350, re- 
turning in 1354. The 
SEPT. 10, real. history of the 
1671 Jewish community of 
Berlin does not begin 
until 1671. When the Jews were 
expelled from Vienna in 1670, an 
influx of Jews resulted in Berlin. 
On September 10, 1671, the com- 
munity was formally organized. 
In 1672, a cemetery was bought 
for the new community, and in 
1676 a burial society was organ- 
ized. 
pay Colonization Associa- 
tion Founded. Baron Maurice 
de Hirsch established the ‘agency 
which he endowed with two 
million pounds. He hoped thus 
“to assist and promote the emi- 
gration of Jews from countries 
in which they may be subjected 
to disabilities and to form and 
establish colonies in various parts 
of North and South America.”

Thirty Members Resign From Congregation 


What a brew in Long Island! Ah, poor rabbi. 

:. He may have been a famous chaplain. But 
he’s no good to his congregation. Still, he’ll 
not flinch under fire: same as in the Pacific. 
What it amounts to, is this: He had a notice 
in his bulletin, warning his people against join- 
ing the Council for Judaism; implying it was 
traitorous. So thirty members resigned from 
the congregation. One of them told me he 
was not a member of the Council. But the 





I like to observe the way justice does come 
around with exquisite poetry from time 
to time, even though it may be a thousand 
years from one time to the next. Particularly 
the Jews, since they have lived long and seen 
much and been hurt much, may feel their 
hearts warmed up from looking at poetic jus- 
tice in its rare appearances. 

You see, for example; 2,000 years ago the 
Emperor Titus built an arch to celebrate the 
sacking of Jerusalem by the soldiers of the 
Roman Empire. And, after 2,000 years, the 
Roman Empire is dust in history and there 
are no people left to call Roman. But the 
Jews still are getting around in the world and 
are back in Jerusalem where, on top of the holy 
city, they have built a great university that 
stands much higher than the arch of Titus in 
Rome—a mere antique. 

That’s poetic justice in its rarest form, but 
none of the Jews who suffered at the sacking 
of Jerusalem are here to enjoy it. The pleas- 
ure belongs to their remote descendants two 
thousand years later, and, even they, because 
of their current pains, aren’t enjoying it much. 
Now and then a history- 
minded Jew may derive 
some comfort from it... 
“Well,” he may Say, 
“there was the Roman 
Empire and here we are. 
Looking at the matter 
along the broad view of 
history we may _ con- 
fidently say that after 
another 2,000 years it 
will yet turn out to be all right with the Jews. 

All this leads me up to the story of poetic 
justice in our time, of poetic justice coming 
around in the quick cycle of every few years. 
I found it in Sig and Sol Bottigheimer’s hat 
store in our town. They’ve been in the hat busi- 
ness in one spot downtown for 39 years, but 
their total career as hat men in our town is 
more than 50 years. 

WHEN I HAD FITTED my new fall hat to 
my countenance and it had been wrapped, the 
Messrs. Bottigheimer gave me the story of 
their cousin Bottigheimer of Klein Eichsholz- 
heim in Germany. He came out of a concentra- 
tion camp to be elevated to mayor of his town. 

Back in the thirties the fate that fell upon 
Klein Eichsoholzheim was horribly confusing, 
to say the least, to its Jewish citizens. It might 
have been more understandable if the Jews 
had been transient strangers there, though in 
civilized communities it is the practice to be 
especially hospitable to transients. 

(Indeed in the record of civilization called 
Leviticus it is specifically commanded that the 
stranger should be treated as one’s own kin.) 

The Jews had been in Klein Eichsholzheim 
more than 200 years. The- old Jewish ceme- 
tery close by had tombstones dated in the 
1780’s. They were honored people in Klein 





their respective ways of worship. Nobody made 
anything of that. The Jews had a small syna- 
gogue. 

Even after Hitler came in the Jews felt it 
could never happen in Klein Ejichsholzheim, 
How could such a cruel thing happen in a 
place so friendly? Every Jew practically knew 
every inhabitant of Klein Eichsholzheim; it was 
like knowing the next door neighbor with 
whom you speak every day over the garden 
wall. He could never hurt you. 

But it did happen even in Klein Eichshelz- 
heim. The Jews could tell by the friendly 
glances of their old neighbors that they didn’t 
like this at all, but what was to be done about 
a thing like that in a totalitarian hell? In a 
totalitarian hell even compassion is made to 
goose-step along with regimental hate. 

The Jews of Klein Eichsholzheim had to get 
out as Jews elsewhere in Germany. Some went 
to America and others to concentration camps 
or to the violent deaths the Nazis had scienti- 
fically prepared. 

FRITZ BOTTIGHEIMER went to a concen- 
tration camp. The good house he and his 
people had lived in for many years was taken 
away from him. His business was confiscated. 
Fritz Bottigheimer could feel he was forever 
through with the good life that he and his 
kinsmen had known in Klein Ejichsholzheim. 

The Nazis were in all the seats of authority 
in Germany, from the Reichkanzlerei down to 
the policeman in Klein Eichsholzheim. To be- 
lieve that their power ever could be humbled 
was like entertaining the fantastic idea of 
stopping a gale howling over the ocean. 

If he was minded that way, Fritz Bottig- 
heimer could find sustenance only in Jewish 
history. Yes, after 1,000 years history might 
even up the awful score, but history waits too 
long. 

Yet, it appears that in a mechanical age 
history moves swiftly by airplane, by motor 
truck, by tanks, by radio. So it fell that within 
a year after the Normandy invasion the U. S. 
Army was in Klein Ejichsholzheim and Fritz 
Bottigheimer was going home from the con- 
centration camp. 

The American military government looked 
about for a suitable mayor to govern Klein 
Eichsholzheim, particularly one who never 
was a Nazi and was an able man besides. Well, 
there was Fritz Bottigheimer who had been 
a good citizen of Eichsholzheim through many 
years. Him they made mayor. They gave him 
back his house which the Nazis had taken 
away. 

Fritz Bottigheimer’s eyes were dazzled by 
the sight of justice so perfectly beautiful and 
coming in his oWn time. Yet he felt duly 
humble with the humility that holds a civilized 
man back from arrogance, in the hour of vic- 
tory. Besides justice hadn’t yet caught up with 
the thousands of his homeless kinsmen to 
render unto them what was their due. Yet 
he could rejoice because in his instance justice

And what has become of the latest appeasement of the insatiable 
British Colonial Office? Even the Zionist partition offer has now 
been rejected by London, and the Zionist leadership is left cold and 
out on a political limb, with not even their honor or their dignity 
remaining to keep them comfortable. They have given up their 
field of bargaining power by reducing their claims publicly and in 
advance and thus taken in by wily British diplomats, have been 
handed not even a crumb of satisfaction. They were out-maneuvered 
and out-smarted at every turn, 

Let it not be thought that the Yishuv dictated the new conces 
sions. Advices from Palestine indicate that the rank and file of he 
people there were confused and confounded at what seemed a be 
trayal and a sell-out by the Weizmanns and the Nahum Goldmanns, 
No doubt the Palestinians who were present at Paris will have @ 
lot of tall explaining to do at home. 


A HANDFUL of extremist Jewish patriots threaten to blow the 
brains out of a few Englishmen, and the lives of 18 of their comrades 
are thereby saved: They kidnap three officers and hold them sue 
cessfully despite the most earnest searches, and the humiliated 
British Empire yields with respect to the lives of two more of their 
colleagues. Not necessarily terriorism and violence, but firmness 
and dignified, confident determination must dictate Zionist policy 
Weizmann still leans on the throne, Goldman intrigues in the role 
of a lone wolf, and America’s own beloved Stephen Wise so far 
steps out of character as to betray his people by endorsing the 
British loan at a crucial and highly strategic moment. 

Oh, the shame and the degradation and the humiliation of 
possessing such a leadership!

f a King of Babylonia, Neb- 


uchadezzar made an image 
of gold, ninety feet high and nine 
feet wide, and set it up in the 
plain of Dura. 

When the image was completed, 
the king ordered the princes, 
governors, captains, judges, treas- 
urers, counselors, sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces to 
come to the dedication of the 
idol. When they were all gath- 
ered together at the plain of 
Dura, a herald cried aloud: 


“To you, it is commanded, O 
people, nations, and languages: 
wWo~ vou hear the sound of cor- 
net, flute, harp, and all kinds of 
Mius.ai instruments, you shall 
fall down and worship the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
king has set up. Anyone who 
does not fall down and worship 
the image shall be cast in the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace.” 

When the music of cornet, flute, 
harp and other instruments was 
heard, all the peoples bowed down 
before the image. 


NOW THERE WERE three 
young Israelites who had found 
favor with the king and he had 
put them in charge of the af- 
fairs of Babylon. Their names in 
Babylonian were Shadrach, Mes- 
hach and Abednego. The Israel- 
ites remained faithful to the re- 
ligion of their people and did not 
bow down before the golden im- 
age. 


Certain men from Chaldea saw 
that the youths refused to wor- 
ship the idol and they came to the 
king and charged: 


“QO king, live forever! There 
are certain Jews whom you have 
set over the affairs of Babylon, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, These men do not serve 
your gods, O king, nor worship 
the golden image which you have 
set up.” 


Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and 
fury ordered the young Hebrews 
to appear before him. He said 
to them, 


“IS IT TRUE, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, that you 
do not serve my gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which I 


have set up? If you will do so, 
it is well. But if you do not wor- 
ship, you shall at once be thrown 
into a fiery furnace. Who is that 
god who can deliver you out of 
my hands?” 

They replied: “O king, we do 
not need to answer you about 
this. Our God, whom we serve is 
able to save us from the fiery 
furnace, and he will save us from 
your hands. But if not, you must 
know, O king, that we will not 
serve your gods, nor worship the 
golden image which you have set 
up.” 

Then the king was full of fury 
and he commanded that the fur- 
nace should be heated seven times 
hotter than usual and the might- 
iest men in his kingdom should 
tie the three Israelites and cast 
them into the burning furnace. 


Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego-were bound in all their gar- 
ments and thrown into the flames. 
The fire was so hot that the 
flames killed the soldiers who 
brought the Israelites to the fur- 
nace, but the three young men 
fell down into the depths of the 
flaming furnace. 


The king rose in astonishment 
and looked into the flames. He 
said, “Did we not throw three 
men bound into the fire?” 

The counselors replied, “Yes, O 
King!” 


Nebuchadnezzar said, “I see 
four men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire unharmed, and 
the fourth is like an angel.” 


Then the king commanded the 
Israelites to come out™of the 
furnace and Shadrach, Mehach 
and Abed-nego came before him. 


THE COUNSELORS GAZED in 
wonder at the three men upon 
whose bodies the fire had no 
power.

ERE are two letters in answer to our 
article on religious observance in sum- 
mer camps. They emphasize the different view- 
points held in every community. 
“Dear Mrs. Paller: 

“Please let us not have any more Jewish 
observance at summer camps than we have 
already. A camp is a place for fun and not for 
more emphasis on Judaism. Goodness knows it 
is hard enough to be a Jew. Why not allow the 
children a few weeks of freedom? 

“In our home and in the homes of many of 
our friends, kashruth is not observed. We feel 
it is an antiquated custom. Our children are ac- 
customed to having their glass of milk with 
their dinner. At camp it was not given to them 
and they missed it. Although they could have 
had milk later, they didn’t want it then as they 
are not used to eating late in the evening. 

“Why should our children take part in Sab- 
bath observance and then come home and tell 
us we are not being good Jews because we live 
as Americans and do not care for the old 
superstitious customs? We say, let summer 
camps be summer camps and not schools for 
Jewish education.

Why do you send your children to a Jewish 
camp, Mrs. B. R. L.? If Judaism to you means 
only superstition, hardship, and inconvenience, 
it is no wonder that you do not want your 
children to learn about it. But it can and should 
mean something vastly different also, to adults 
and children who are well integrated into their 
American Jewish environment. It should be 
a strength, and a satisfaction, and a joy. A Jew 
with the attendant difficulties you are, whether 
or not you take advantage of the richness of 
your religious heritage. Why not, then, be a 
Jew who can live with himself instead of 
trying to escape into a void? 

You can face difficulty if you are strongly 
fortified with knowledge and faith. You don’t 
have to run away from it. If it is too late for 
you, if your resentment at your lot is too 
strong for you to begin now to learn about 
the satisfactions in vital Jewish life, don’t deny 
your children that opportunity.

“Dear Mrs. Paller: 
“Your article on the Jewish Camp in the 


Post some weeks ago interested me. As one 
who has enjoyed many years at Boys’ and 
Girls’ Camps in Massachusetts and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

“It is impossible for a Jewish Camp to pro- 
vide in two months what a Jewish home or 
community may have failed to accomplish the 
rest of the year. On the other hand, the De- 
partment of Religion has as legitimate a place 
in a Camp curriculum as athletics, dramatics, 
or what have you. It was our regular prac- 
tice to have amotzi before each meal, the 
kindling of the Sabbath lights, and two beau- 
tiful religious services Friday nights and Sat- 
urday morning. Not only was it a dress up 
occasion for all the campers and counselors 
(attendance was compulsory), but boys and 
girls vied with each other in honoring the 
Sabbath, by providing flowers for the altar, 
music for the choir, etc. Bar Mitzvah at amp 
was a special event, long to be remembered. 
At one time or other, the writer has taught 
Bible, explained Jewish customs and cere- 
monies, lead forums on current Jewish events, 
etc., the latter all optional, but usually well 
patronized. As a matter of fact, Jewish motifs 
were introduced from time to time into the 
Arts and Crafts program, or into the dramatic 
or dancing department. 

“Our boys and girls were also encouraged to 
translate the ideals of their faith into daily 
practice. At one Camp, the boys set aside part 
of their allowance from time to time as a con- 
tribution to a Camp Fund for poor and under- 
privileged children. At another Camp function, 
we deliberately set out to make some money 
from the visitors as well as from counselors 
and campers, donating the proceeds to Ha- 
dassah, or the United Jewish Appeal. 

“In short, to be a healthy, self-respecting Jew 
was not a burden or a misfortune. It was part 
of our normal natural behavior, and I believe, 
altogether a happy experience. Even the Fa- 
thers and Mothers found that they liked and 
approved our Jewish program.

What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 











OSH Hashonah brings thoughts of hope for the coming year, 
especially at this point in our history and the history of the 
world. It also brings memories of delicious dishes that are associ- 


- ated with the holidays that come later in the month. You can use 


the following recipes to the enjoyment of your older and younger 
generations. At any rate, they’re really traditional. Who doesn’t 
remember Mother’s or Granny’s “Lekach’? Or the “Tzimmes” or 
carrots, potatoes and juicy brisket of beef, to say nothing of the 
“Gefilte Fish” and the “Golden Soup with Mandlen.” 

In this issue and the next we’ll try to give you a few of these 
traditional recipes. If you have any tucked away in your recipe 
file or your memory, send them in to share with other readers. Let’s 
start with “Lekach,” the general name for cake. But here’s a cake 
you'll really call a “honey”! 

LEKACH 
(An old family favorite) . 
6 eggs, or 4 eggs plus % cup 1% teaspoons baking powder 


black coffee 1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup sugar % cup each cut seeded raisins 
1 cup honey and nuts 
2 tablespoons melted short- % cup finely cut citron 
ening or oil % teaspoon ground cloves 
2 tablespoons brandy % teaspoon each of allspice and 
3% cups flour cinnamon 


Beat: eggs, adding sugar gradually while beating until light and 
creamy. Stir in honey and shortening. If using the eggs and coffee, 
dilute honey in hot coffee and cool before combining. Sift together 
all dry ingredients, add fruit and nuts then stir into liquid combina- 
tion. Add brandy, stir well and turn into a greased, paperlined oblong 
baking pan. Bake 1 hour at 310° F. Invert and allow to cool in 
oven before removing from pan. Cut into diamond or square pieces. 
The 6 egg recipe makes a spongier cake of finer texture, but the 
addition of coffee lends it that special flavor and color. 

Honey Cake No. 2 


1 lb. honey 1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 cup sugar 1 teaspoon each cinnamon, all- 
3 eggs spice, ginger 

2 cups black coffee % teaspoon each nutmeg and 


4 cups flour 4 lb. seedless raisins 
4 teaspoons baking powder 1 cup almonds cut lengthwise 
Beat eggs light, adding sugar while beating till creamy. Blend 
in honey. Sift together all dry ingredients and stir in alternately 
with the cold coffee, stirring or beating well after each addition. Toss 
raisins in a little flour and stir into the batter. Turn into a well 
greased, shallow baking pan and sprinkle top with cut almonds. 
Bake % hour at 300° F or until nicely browned. Slice and cut when 
cold. Yield: 3 lbs. cake, approximately, that will keep for weeks. 
Komish Bread 


3 cups flour 1 teaspoon vanilla 


1 cup sugar % cup salad oil 
1% teaspoons baking powder. % cup orange juice 
3 eggs % cup slivered almonds 


Sift together dry ingredients. Beat eggs lightly, add other liquids 
and stir both mixtures together to form a dough compact enough 
to knead on a floured board. Form into long rolls about 2% inches 
thick and flattened slightly. Press slivered almonds down into the 
dough and flatten again to 14% inch thickness. Place on a cookie 
sheet, permitting about 1 inch between ros. Bake at 350° F 1 hour. 
Slice diagonally % to % inch cuts, lay slices cut side up on cookie 
sheet and dry out in a warm, not hot, oven about 1 hour.

The official chaplain who bur- 
ied Maj. Gen. Maurice Rose was 
Capt. Kenneth M. Linder. He re- 
ported to the War Department 
that the services he conducted 
were Protestant. 

I went to South Bend, Ind., 
Chaplain Linder’s home to inter- 
view him, and found that he was 
back at Fort Bragg, near Fay- 
etteville, N. C. Two weeks later 
I went to Greensboro, N. C., en 
route to Fort Bragg, only to dis- 
cover that transportation from 
Greensboro to Fort Bragg was 
so poor that I couldn’t make the 
trip and still get back to Indian- 
apolis in time to get ready for 
the following week’s paper. 

I then called Chaplain Linder 
long distance and talked to him 
for thirteen minutes. 

Chaplain Linder was very co- 
operative. I explained what I 
was trying to find owt, and he 
gave me all the necessary infor- 
mation, answering my every 
question. ; 

Chaplain Linder was the Divi- 
sion Chaplain of the First. Army 
and it was part of his duties to 
supervise the burial of all Prot- 
estant dead. He told me that 
the news of Maj Gen. Rose’s 
tragic death had been published 
in “Stars and Stripes,” so that 
when he arrived at the military 
cemetery at Ittenback, in Ger- 
many, just East of the Rhine, he 
made a special point to check 
Maj. Gen. Rose’s dog tag. 

The dog tag, as reported last 
week from the War Department 
carried the “P” for Protestant. 
Chaplain Linder conducted Prot- 
estant services, and then as was 
part of the ceremony, nailed 
Maj. Gen. Rose’s dog tag to the 
cross over his grave. 

I asked Chaplain Linder about 
this point several times in order 
to be sure of the facts. Chaplain 
Linder said that the Stars and 
Stripes reported that the Ger- 
mans had said that Maj. Gen. 
Rose was a Jew, and that he 
therefore took particular pains 
to. check Maj. Gen. Rose’s dog 
tag for his religion. 

I asked Chaplain Linder if 
there was a Jewish Chaplain at 
hand if Jewish services were re- 
quired, and he said, “yes.” 

I then asked Chaplain Linder 
if he could explain the picture I 
had of Maj. Gen. Rose’s grave 
showing a Star of David. He 
said he had buried Maj. Gen. 
Rose under a cross, but that it 
was possible that the men buried 
at Ittenback had later heen 
moved to a larger permanent 
military cemetery and that at 


i 











that time the Star of David was 
substituted for the Cross, but 
that he had no way of knowing 
how or why or when the change 
was made. 

Chaplain Linder said that he 
did not know Maj. Gen. Rose. He 
also explained that services for 
the dead had been held the day 
before, when the body was con- 
signed to the casket, and that it 
was his duty to check and super- 
vise and conduct an additional 
Protestant interment service, and 
then make out his report for the 
records. 

Chaplain Linder told me some 
more things, but more informa- 
tion isn’t necessary. I think this 
proves conclusively that Maj. 
Gen. Rose was converted to 
Protestantism, and as far as I 
am concerned that was his busi- 
ness, and I wouldn’t be’ using this 
space to write about it, were it 
not that the Jews of Denver are 
calling him the “greatest Jewish 
Warrior since Bar Kochba,” in 
their campaign to complete the 
$1,000,000 drive for funds for the 
General Rose Memorial Hospital. 
The drive was non-sectarian, but 
of course the Jewish group con- 
ducted it and provided most of 
the funds. 

I don’t know particularly what 
should be done about the Den- 
ver situation. But I do know that 
it is better to know the facts now 
rather than later. If the Denver 
people are not now convinced. I 
can check into General Rose’s 
history and find out who con- 
verted him and where it was 
done. I can’t help but believe 
that the sponsors of the hospital 
knew of General Rose’s conver- 
sion, because it was more or less 
common knowledge with the 
Jewish chaplains and also with 
the Natienal Jewish Welfare

THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


The word “unity” lends itself 
easily to oratorical heights, but 
when one considers the ideologi- 
cal conflicts and cleavages be- 
tween, the various Jewish organ- 
izations in the United States and 
elsewhere, the achievement of it 
is) no mean _ accomplishment. 
There was at Paris a full realiza- 
tion of the gravity of the Jewish 
situation, the full impact of 
which one cannot escape espe- 
cially after crossing the Atlantic. 
It impressed itself so intimately 
upon all of us that we felt that 
we would be untrue to our re- 
sponsibilities to our fellow Jews 
if we failed to transcend any or- 
ganizational differences by join- 
ing in a united front. It is my 
hope and belief that this full 
realization of the need for a 
united front in Paris indelibly 
impressed upon us all the need 
for similar unity back in Amer- 
ica. In addition to the import- 
ance of the achievement of unity 
in terms of the peace treaties, I 
believe that the experiment in 
unity in Paris will have import- 
ant ramifications upon the Amer- 
ican scene and may be a helpful 
precedent conducive to the estab- 
lishment of an all-inclusive and 
permanent Jewish body in Amer- 
ica.—Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath. 
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The Amazing Deceit Of Nahum Goldmann a

HE account of Nahum Goldmann’s ma- 
mj chinations on his recent flying trip to 
Washington is an amazing document of deceit 
and treachery. 

Yet The Post, having known of the facts for 
some days now, must vouch for their authen- 
ticity, although it cannot account for such 
actions even in a man so blinded by hatred and 
his own importance that he is willing to sacri- 
fice Zionism. 

Dr. Goldmann, The Jewish Agency should 
now know, is persona non grata to American 
Zionists, and any attempt to permit him to 
return to the United States in any official ca- 
pacity will be the greatest insult. 

Readers may be interested to know why 
Judge Proskauer would lend himself to Gold- 
mann’s chicanery. According to present knowl- 
edge Goldmann threatened that the Jewish 
Agency could not promise that some extrem- 
ists might not assassinate Attlee or Bevin and 
since the Jewish Agency was willing to accept 
Partition as a compromise, the American Jew- 
ish Committee could be expected to compro- 
mise also. This is why Judge Proskauer accom- 


panied Goldmann to Washington so that U, s. 
officialdom might know that the Zionists ang 
non-Zionists were united on acceptance of 
partition, and that even the American Jey, 
ish Committee would back the plan although 
it would mean the establishment of a Jewish 
State. 

Obviously behind Goldmann’s deceitful action 
is the desire on the part of some members of 
The Jewish Agency to embarrass Rabbi Silver 
but when that motive becomes more important 
to these people than the progress of the Zion. 
ist effort, then it is time for reckoning. 

There is one other false note. According to 
Rabbi Feuer, the Emergency Council and 
Rabbi Silver were willing to accept Partition, 
Yet Rabbi Silver has been making much of hig 
staunch opposition to any form of partition, 
At best Rabbi Silver, if he had condeded that 
partition must be accepted in view of the pres. 
ent situation, might have remained silent ang 
not have attempted to gain in prestige against 
those members of the Jewish agency who 
were being subject to censure because they 
were willing to yield to partition. 


Concentrate On Jewish Education At High School Age 


ITH Jewish children returning (and in 
some cases not returning) to Hebrew 
schools throughout the nation this week, a 
few paragraphs printed below from an article 
by Mark M. Krug in The Buffalo Jewish Re- 
view are especially pertinent. The quotation 
raises the question as to whether it would not 
be preferable to almost eliminate the daily 
Hebrew school for young Jewish children in 
favor of Sunday Schools and concentrate on 
Hebrew education in the High School ages. 
“In view of these and many other handicaps 
the results achieved by the Hebrew and Sunday 
schools are quite satisfactory, but unfortun- 
ately, whatever is achieved on the elementary 
level in Jewish education is lost and forgotten 
during the period of youth and adulthood. How 
often do rabbis and Hebrew educators hear 
parents complain bitterly, saying: “My son (or 
daughter) is now grown up and I have sent 


him (or her) to Cheder and to Sunday schoo} 
for six years, yet he (or she) knows so little of 
our religion, our history and our literary 
heritage.” The answer is simple: would any- 
one consider a boy or a girl who stopped going 
to school upon reaching the age of 13, or upon 
the completion of his studies in grade 8 of the 
public school, as possessing an adequate gen. 
eral education? Obviously not. The same ap 
plies to Jewish education. 

“It is impossible for a child of elementary 
school age to grasp the significance of our 
unique religious concepts, of the basic trends 
in our history, and the beauty and the pro. 
found depth of our literature. It is no less than 
a tragedy that just at an age when our chil. 
dren become mature enough to study and un. 
derstand the basic concepts of Judaism, the 
majority of our parents decide that his or her 
Jewish education is completed.” 


The “Canned” Editorial Evil Again 


HE predicament of The Jewish Western 
Bulletin of Vancouver, Canada, in being 
ignominiously forced to apologize for views ex- 
pressed in “canned editorials” which it had 
printed, shows the danger of the “canned” 
ediorial evil, which is responsible today more 
than any one other factor for the low estate 
of the Anglo-Jewish press. 

These editorials are written by paid em- 
ployes in the New York offices of the Jewish 
syndicates, and appear under the masthead of 
Anglo-Jewish papers in various communities of 
the nation as if they had been written by the 
editors of these papers. Canned editorials are 
not uncommon in the small town weekly press, 
but only in the Anglo-Jewish press have edi- 
tors ever attempted to foist such a dishonesty 
on an intelligent, metropolitan public.

Bishop Bernard J. Sheil Replies To Upton 
Close’s Charge Of Communism—Last Tuesday 
evening, August 27, in a broadcast over this 
network, Mr. Upton Close, by innuendo, ac- 
cused me of being a socialist, a communist and 
an apologist for communism. 

I am amazed that anyone enjoying the rights 
of free speech would so completely disregard 
the corresponding duty of being truthful and 
factual. I realize the futility of attempting to 
refute in the few minutes allotted to me the 
untruthful statements, the unjust implications, 
the despicable insinuation, and the utter intel- 
lectual dishonesty of Mr. Close’s entire state- 
ment. Ordinarily, I would not dignify such 
patently absurd remarks by stooping to answer 
them. However, as a Bishop of the Roman 
Catholic Church I consider it my duty to reply 
to any aspersions of this nature, regardless of 
the source.... 

To keep the record straight, I shall read the 
paragraph from my address to which Mr. 
Close referred: 

“Many men raise the Red scare of com- 
munism when ever plans for social improve- 
ment are proposed. But America has nothing 
to fear from communism for we have here 
social order that regards man as ‘at the 
same time the beginning and the end of life 
in human society ... People who are well- 
fed, well-clothed, well-housed are not inter- 
ested in communism. If we make American 
democracy work, not only politically, but 
economically and socially as well, we can 
conquer any ideology. Cardinal Lienart has 
pertinently said: ‘Ideologies and doctrines 
are destroyed not by force, but by truth and 
by a better ideal; under the condition, how- 
ever that this ideal does not remain theoreti- 
cal but is translated into the realities of the

CORRECTS FACTS OF 
Editor, The Jewish Post: 

I am sure there must be a 
place in heaven ultimately for 
one who has the courage to pub- 
lish and the ability to edit an 
English-Jewish newspaper as fine 
as The National Jewish Post. 
Your encouragement of free and 
democratic discussion of Jewish 
issues from all viewpoints is to 
be applauded. 

In this connection your edi- 
torial comment in the issue of 
August 30th questioning the con- 
clusions reached by Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Schultz in his virulently 
anti-Communist column of that 
date but defending his right thus 
to speak deserves commendation. 

I have no desire to enter into 
a controversy with the good 
rabbi but I do think that both he 
and your readers will be inter- 
ested in a correction of one of 
his allegedly factual statements. 
Rabbi Schultz’s assurance in 
your September 6th issue that 
“this columnist is certain of all 
facts” in the August 30th column 
prompts me to write at this time. 

Rabbi Schultz began his col- 
umn entitled “Red Light!” with 
this statement: “The Commies 
are smacking their lips over our 
anger at England. And they’ll 
swallow us. Zionists, if we don’t 
watch out. Weeks ago, The Post 
reported the picketing of Phila-

delphia’s British Consulate. Many 
wondered why ‘leading’ Zionists 
did not participate. There was a 
hint they weren’t alert. And the 
poor clucks didn’t even defend 
themselves—by telling the truth.

I think I am in a position to 
clarify the facts for Rabbi 
Schultz. There is good reason to 
believe that his assertion that 
“many wondered why ‘leading’ 
Zionists did not participate” in 
the Philadelphia picket line was 
based upon a reading of two edi- 
torials in the Philadelphia Jewish 
Times of July 26 and August 2, 
1946, entitled “Why Didn’t Zion- 
ist Leaders Picket?” and “Shame 
on Philadelphia Jewry.” 

As the writer of those two edl- 
torials and as one who was pres- 
ent during the picketing of the 
British Consulate in Philadelphia, 
I can give you these facts: The 
two or three Zionist leaders who 
directed the picketing are per- 
sonal friends of mine and, I 
know, are definitely not Com- 
munists or Communist sympa- 
thizers. I also knew a large num- 
ber of the other pickets. They 
were not Communists but only 
good Zionists who wanted to pro- 
test against British policy in Pal- 
estine. 





SUGGESTS NAME ISRAEL AND SHOWS 
WHERE IT HAS MANY ADVANTAGES

It is true, though not generally 
known, that when Theodor Herz] 
was looking forward to the ulti- 
mate creation of a Jewish state 
the matter of geographical loca- 
tion was of relatively minor im- 
portance to him. It was only the 
close contact with the “Choveve 
Zion” (Lovers of Zion) move- 
ment and its leaders which 
caused him to recognize that 
there was one country— and one 
country only— which could be 
considered the Land of Israel 
and such to which the Jewish 
people had a historic claim. 


In keeping with the thought 
expressed by Thomas Carlyle 
that it is in and through sym- 
bols that man consciously or un- 
conscientiously lives and works, 
we should remember that it was 
to the Hebrews of whom we are 
descended, that names had al- 
ways been given to represent 
some sentiment. The name Isaac, 
meaning laughter, was an ex- 
pression of the greatness of the 
miracle that had come to Sarah. 
She herself bore a name, mean- 
ing princess, which was the sym- 
bol of the dignity and respect 
which were hers. Joseph, to his 
mother Rachel, bore a name 
which was the embodiment of 
her hope and faith that she 
would bear more sons, Isaiah 
named his son Shear-Yashuv to 
symbolize the ultimate return of 
his people Israel to complete in- 
dependence on its own soil. 


It is fallacious to argue that 
Palestine is and should continue 
to be the name for the ancient 
land of Israel simply because of 
the great length of time in which 
it has been in use, for it was the 
first employed by the Greeks as 
a corrution of the name of the 
land of the Philistines, which 
actually never did include part 
or all of the ancient land of 
Israel. Moreover, it was a non- 
Israelite, the hated conqueror of 
Israel, Vespasian, who officially 
designated the land of Israel as 
Palestine on the coins which he 
struck after the conquest of 
Judea. Hence, the term Palestine 
is not only of foreign origin but 
is also the hateful symbol of de- 
feat, suppression, and spiritual 
exile for the Jewish people. 


“Tsraeland,” the Anglicized 
form of the Hebrew Eretz Yisrael 
should therefore be adopted by 
all Jews everywhere as_ the 
proper name of the Jewish Home- 
land, the symbol of Jewish as- 
pirations and hopes for the fu- 
ture. Any other substitute for 
“Palestine” would merely serve 
to confuse the issue of “The Land 
of Israel” for the “People of Is- 
rael.” “Israeland” would erase 
for us the humiliation of the 
many centuries of involuntary 
exile from it, would give new 
hope to our people in their strug- 
gle for a Home which they may 
rightly call their own, and would 
discourage in the mind of the 
non-Jew the unwarranted notion 
that our land actually is an 
Arab country simply because it 
has been hitherto known as 
“Falastin” or Palestine. It has 
become customary among our 
fellow-Jews, and perhaps agree- 
ably anough, to call Palestine the 
“Land of Israel,” “Eretz Yisrael” 
or simply “Eretz.” However, none 
of these possesses the practical 
simplicity inherent in the term 
“Tsraeland.” “Land of Israel” is 
a phrase, while “Eretz Yisrael” 
or “Eretz” may not always be 
properly understood by the non- 
Jew. Contrariwise, “Israeland” 
compares most favorably with 
such modern names as England, 
Finland, Ireland, Poland, Scot- 
land, and Holland. 


Now, more than ever before, 
that our people are determined 
to win in the bitter struggle for 
national recognition and dignity, 
the symbolic term “Israeland” 
becomes the only one suited to 
the history of our Homeland, and 
its determined and constant use 
by all Jews will lend new cour- 
age and hope that we shall ulti- 
mately achieve our goal of mak- 
ing the ancient land of Israel 
truly our own. By our own ex- 
emplary and symbolic action in 
the use of the name Israeland 
for the land of Israel will we 
demonstrate ever so _ strongly 
our just claim to the land of 
Israel.

INDIANA DEFENSE PROGRAM CONTROLLED 
BY STATE COMMUNITIES SAYS NOVITSKY 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

The Jewish communities of In- 
diana, determined to develop a 
state-wide program for improv- 
ing relations with their neigh- 
bors of all faiths and groups and 
to combat anti-Semitism and all 
forms of bigotry, launched on 
July 28 at Indianapolis the Indi- 
ana Community Relations Coun- 
cil. Local community representa- 
tives from eleven cities over- 
whelmingly agreed upon the plan 
of organization which together 
they formulated. Three other 
cities simultaneously communi- 
cated their willingness to co- 
operate in such a state organiza- 
tion. 

For some time prior to this 
meeting, requests for cooperation 
and support of such a program 
had been directed to national 
agencies in the Community Rela- 
tions field by local communities 
and the one state organization 
in Indiana to date, the Indiana 
B’nai B'rith Association. Prefer- 
ence was expressed for one or 
another agency to take the in- 
itiative in such a program, As 
finally formulated on July 28 the 
plan invited and requested ALL 
national agencies to lend their co- 
operation, support and resources 
to the Indiana Community Rela- 
tions Council. It was made clear 
to the national agencies that this 
is an INDIANA Council; consti- 
tuted exclusively of Indiana resi- 
dents; exclusively determining— 
through joint council of Indiana 
communities — policies and de- 
cisions affecting Indiana prob- 
lems and programs. 

Two agencies have already 
agreed to the plan, in response 
to the request of Indiana com- 
munities that they aid us in fi- 
nancing the Indiana program. 
They are aware that the 
strenghening of community struc- 
ture and programs in each sec- 
tion of the United States further 
fortifies and solidifies the na- 
tional program. Increasingly it 
is understood that the greater 
autonomy and _ responsibility 
each local community, state and 
region exercises, the more effec- 
tive will be the results achieved. 
We thus become joint partners 
and participants with other re- 
gions and with the national agen- 
cies in a common enterprise. And 
since Indiana leadership is more 
aware and familiar with its own 
problems and needs, we must 
assume full responsibility for de- 
cisions on matters that immedi- 
ately concern us. Advice and 
counsel will be sought but we 
shall decide for ourselves. 


Unity rather than uniformity 
must be our objective. Wide vari- 
ations will be found in the think- 
ing within the State Council, as 
in our local community relations 
units and in the national scene. 
This give-and-take in ideas is 
vital and healthy but once the 
majority determines its view- 
point, it will not be subject to 
veto. ALL National Agencies 
have been asked to participate 
and to provide their programs, 
projects and suggestions. Only 
one principle must be employed 
by each community and the 
State Council in weighing all 
recommendations submitted: 
Does this idea represent the 
most effective approach in this 


dealers in ideologies but men and 
women desiring the finest possi- 
ble relationships with our neigh- 
bors and: to strengthen the free 
institutions and democratic struc- 
ture of a free America! 

The strength of our State 
Council will largely depend upon 
strong local Councils coming 
into existence in each Indiana 
community, in which real local 
leadership will be exercised and 
demonstrated. Communities will 
be encouraged to develop far 
wider participation of their citi- 
zenry in every phase of commu- 
nity relations effort. From the 
interchange of ideas, stimula- 
tion of initiative on a local and 
state-wide plane, we shall supply 
ideas, programs and projects to 
the national agencies formulated 
by us. These they, in turn, may 
make available to other locali- 
ties. Through this greater lead- 
ership the Indiana State Council 
will mobilize along with other 
State and Regional Councils, na- 
tional programs will be increas- 
ingly strengthened in the future. 

At the present time the most 
important financing local Indi- 
ana communities can perform is 
the adequate financing of their 
own local program. The state 
program will be materially hamp: 
ered unless each city is equipped 
to perform an effective local job. 
Under the proposed plan we also 
assume responsibility for one- 
fourth of the Indiana Council 
budget, approximately $3,500. To 
finance the. full State Council 
budget at this time would tend 
to delay further the fruition of 
our new local programming, 
which must in many Indiana 
cities be initiated for the first 
time and extensively expanded 
in most other communities. It 
will be up to us to decide when- 
ever we are ready to support in 
its entirety the state budget. 


In conclusion we have an IN- 
DIANA Community Relations 
Council, with EVERY NA- 
TIONAL AGENCY invited to be 
represented on its Board of Di- 
rectors. There will be approxi- 
mately fifty members on _ that 
Board, with no more than three 
from each national agency sup- 
plying funds. The Executive 
Committee will have not less 
than twelve members, the com- 
munities to have not less than a 
ratio of three to one ratio repre- 
sentation to that of the national 
agencies, with all members resi- 
dents of Indiana. We shall have 
no difficulty in making and exe- 
cuting our own decisions at any 
time. Any failure on our part to 
do so will be our failure and not 
the national agencies’. 


To get the Indiana Community 
Relations Council into full and 
immediate operation it is essen- 
tial we have prompt ratification 
of the plan by the Jewish com- 
munities of Indiana. Their ap- 
proval is awaited so that we 
may begin our joint cooperative 
action toward the attainment of 
our joint objectives without fur- 
ther delay.
